WASHINGTON, December 23.-—[{Special.]—It 


| has developed since financial matters have 


come tothe frontin such bold relief that a 
marked coolness exists between President Har- 
rison and his secretary of the treasury,jMr. 
Windom. 

The latter official, when Mr. Harrison was 
preparing his message, impressed upon him the 
necessity of making finance the leading sub- 
ject, and he was particularly anxious that the 
president should devote some space to his bond 
scheme. All the members of the cabinet 
agreed with Mr. Windom, but. Mr, Harrison 
would not hear toit. He could only see the 
force bill, and made thatthe keynote of his 
message. Mr. Windom has since requested 
that he send a special message to congress on 
the subject of finance. But again the president 
refused, on the ground that he wanted nothing 
tointerfere with the force bill. When that 
was out of the way, he said, he would consider 
other matters, but not before. 


Asa consequence Mr. Windom feels exceed-”

Senator Jones is a born orator and a genuine 
statesman. His defeat would cripple the 
democratic side of the senate, consequently 
every democratic senator is right now deeply 
interested in the Arkansas contest.

The Blanket Taken Off of the Sioux New 
| Messiah. 

Pink Rinck AGEncy. 8. D., December 23. 
The police have arrested Messiah Doem in 
ted Cloud’s camp. When they pulled the 
blanket off they found an intelligent but 
harmless crank, M. C. Hopkins by name, from 
Nashua, Ia. He claimed he was here in the 
interest of peace and that he has come because 
the Indians misterpreted his message. He 
wanted to go to the Bad Lands, but Agent Royer 
changed the address to Chadrin, starting him 
under an escort of police. Some of the Indi- 
ans are indignant over his arrest, while others 
laughed and said he was a crazy fool. None 
of the chiefs take any stock in him, and Ked 
Cloud came up to him and said “‘You go home. 
You are no Son of God.” 

The Messiah claims he will go tothe Bad 
Lands. One hundred friendlies have left on 
their peace mission. They took three wagon. 
loads of rations. 

THE INDIANS SURRENDERING. 

WASHINGTON, December 23.—General Scho- 
field has received the following telegram from 
General Ruger, under date of St. Paul, Minn., 
December 22d: 


Big Foot, with his following, including some of 
Sitting Bull’s fugitives and those disaffected In- 
dians in the Cherry creek district, Cheyenne 
river resefvation, who joined Big Fovt, surren- 
dered yesterday to Colonel Sumner. The rest of 
Sitting Bull’s people came to Cherry creek, with 
the exception of a few who may have 
sought shelter at Pine Ridge,andare on their 
Way to Fort Bennett to surrender. The 
Big Foot people will be sent to Fort Meade, those 
surrendering at Bennett, probably to Sully. The 
surrender and disarmament of these two factions 
practically ends the probability of any serivus 
trouble with the Indians of Cheyenne river and 
Standing Rock reservation, and is a good step to- 
wards ending the whole trouble. ~

TILLMAN’S APPOINTEES. 


There Is Quite a Stew in Charleston About 
Them. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., December 23.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The governor’s appointment of ofticers 
for the county has raised a howl, not only 
among the retormers, or Tillmanites, but also 
among a large class of what are known as the 
regulars, or the ring. It turns out that the ru- 
mors of a deal between Irby, the chairman of 
the Tillman committee, and the executive 
committee here, was true, Irby promising for 
Tillman that in case Charleston county was 
carried for Tillman, the Charleston delegation 
in the legislature would have the naming of 
the appointive offices. Tillman kept the bar- 
gain with one exception, removing trial Jus- 
tice Belger and appointing in his stead J. F. 
Britton, a Tillmanite. This makes Bolger 
mad, as it was said he would be reappointed if 
he could prove that he voted for Tillman. It 
seems he was the only one of the ring, or reg- 
ulars, who voted for Haskell. 

THE WHITE VOTERS INCENSED. 

The reformers say that they were entirely 
abandoned by Ti.iman. <A very large class of 
white voters is also incensed at the reappoint- 
ment of William Ingless, a mulatto, as jury 
commissioner. Some of the personal friends 
of the late F. W. Dawson regard this recom- 
mendation by the Charleston legislative dele- 
gation a3 a direct insult tothe memory of their 
friend. Ingles’ was the jury commissioner, it 
is believed, who packed tle jury box to acquit 
McDow, Dawson’s slayer. At any rate, it oc- 
curred during that court, for the first time in 
the history of Charleston, that seventeen out 
of thirty-six jurors were negroes, and as the 
colored people were offended at the murdered 
man forsome fancied injury, Ingiess, it is 
thought, managed to get in the unusual pum- 
be? of negro nameésin the box. 

PEOPLE WILL GET TIRED OF THIS.

A BOTTLE OF LAUDANUM 


Chilled the Life-Blood of John Floyd, a Lee 
County Farmer. 


OPELIKA, Ala., December 23.—[Special.]— 
The citizens of Opelika were astounded beyond 
measure this morning by the announcement 
that Mr. John Floyd, the son of a prosperous 
Lee county farmer, had ended his own life by 
taking the contents of a small vial supposed to 
contain laudanum, during the night. 

Yesterday Mr. Fioyd drank a large quantity 
of cider, though several gentlemen who saw 
and conversed with him late yesterday evening 
say he seemed perfectly rational. For some 
time past he has threatened to end his 
existence, but nobody paid any atten- 
tion to him, °§ considering. his threat 
anidle boast. Being tired of living is the 
only cause he assigned for wishing himself 
dead. He went-toan undertaker’s establish- 
inent yesterday, and selectel a handsome 
metallie cofiin, and remarked that ashe would 
soon need it, to remember that that was the 
kind he wished to be buriedin. He is a car- 
penter by trade,and, while in the establish- 
ment, helped complete an unfinished coffin. 
After leaving this establishment he went 
to severa] friends, and asked that 
they attend his funeral, at the same time 
bidding them goodbye. Everyone thought 
him jesting, and paid no attention to him. 
The reporter saw and conversed with the de- 
ceased a few days since, and he seemed per- 
fectly sound both in body and mind. He 
comes of an excellent family, and his untimely 
end is deeply deplored. Mr. Floyd was about 
forty-five years old, being just in the prime of 
life. 


THE STILLS DESTROYED, 


And the Moonshiners Erought in and Put in

SENATOR ALDRICH INTRODUCES HIS | 


RESOLUTION 


TO CUT OFF DEBATE IN THE SENATE. 


Hoar Chuckling Over His Prospect of Get- 
ting a Vote on the Ferce Bill, but 
the End Is Far Off Yet. 


WasHincron, December 23.—[Special.J— . 


Granny Hoar has, at last, succeeded in getting 
a gag rule resolution before the senate. 
But it is as far from being adopted as ever. 
Mr. Ingalls having deadlocked the commit- 


tee on rules, there was no possibility of having | 


that committee report a rule, but, at Hoar’s 

earnest solicitation, Senator Aldrich today in- 

troduced the resolution, which contemplates a 

dastardlyjoutrage upon the old established and 

Virtuous rules and precedents of the senate. 
The Cloture Resolution. 


The resolution reads as follows: 
Resolved, That for the remainder of this session, 


the rujes of the senate be amended by adding , 


thereto the following: 


“When any bill or resolution, or other question, | 


Shall have been under consideration for a reason- 
bie time, it shall be in order for any senator to 
demand that debate thereon shall be closed?” Oni 
such demands, no debate shail be in order, and 
pending such demand no other motion, except 
one motion to adjourn, shall be made. If such 
demand be seconded by a majority of the senators 
present, the vote shall forthwith be taken 
thereon without debate. If the senate shall 
decide to close debate on any bill, resolution or 
other question, the measure shall take precedence 
of all other business whatever and the question 
shall be on all pending amendments, if any are 
then pending, and upon the measure in its Suc- 
cessive stages, aceording to the rules of the 
senate, but without turtner debate, except that 
every senator who may desire shall be permitted 
to speak upon the measure, including all the 
amendments, not more than once, and not exX- 
ceeding thirty minutes. if the sen: 
ate shall have decided to close 
debate as herein provided, no mouon shall 
be in order but a motion to adjourn or to take a 
recess, when such motions shall be seconded by a 
majornty of the senate. When either of such mo- 
tions shall have been lost, or shall have failed of a 
second, it shall not be in order to renew the same 
until one senator shall have spoken upon the pend- 
ing measure, or one vote upon the same has in- 
tervened pending the proceedings. Under the 
foregoing rules no proceedings 1n respect to a 
quorum shali be in order until it shall have ap- 
peared upon a division or on taking & yea 
and nay vote, that @ quorum i not 
present and voting. All questions of order 
whether upon a bill or ocherwise, shall be decided 
witbout devate; and pending proceedings under 
the foregoing trules, no obstructive or dilatory 
motions or proceedings of any kind shal! be in 
order. For the said purpose, the following rules, 
namely: the seventh, eighth, nineth, tenth, 
twelfth, nineteenth, twevty-secon@® twenty- 
seventh, twenty-eightn, thirty-fifth and fortieth 
are modified. : 
To apply the above rule to the pending 
election bill, Mr. Aldrich also presented the 


foliowing resolution: 

Resolved, That a vote shall be taken on the bill 
of the house of representatives, 11,945 (the elec- 
tion bill), at successive stages, and all pending 
amendments at — o’clock on the day of ——, 
without further debate, and no other business 
shall be considered for such time until the bill 
and amendments are finally disposed of. 

A Vote Not Asked For. 

Neither Aldrich nor Hoar, however, had the 
temerity to ask a vote. Both knew 
not be passed, but they looked upon it asa 
step toward a final vote on the force bill. 

Indeed, Senator Aldrich gave notice that he 


would not call the resolution up for actian.er, 


debate for some time, and when he did con- 
template such action he would give forty- 
eight hours’ notice, forit has been decided 
that the senate shali take a recess from to- 
morrow afternoon until Saturday, when it 
simply meets again to adjourn over until Mon- 
day. Even now there is not a quorum of sena- 
tors in the city, and on Monday it is expected 
the attendance will be so small the senate will 
again adjourn until the 2d of January. 

When the senate meets again for actual 
business, Hoar and Aldrich will make an at- 
tempt to push the gag rule. But they wiil find 
the western silver senators with the tracK so 
blocked that the force bill will be ditched. 

The Action on the Silver Bill. 

The westerners are indignant today at the 
action of the senate finance committee. That 
committee early this morning reported the 
caucus financial bill to the senate, but it had 
been so changed as togive all the pie to the 
east, and leave the western men only to feast 
upon a vacuum. The fourth clause providing 
for the purchasing of silver to replace retired 
national bank notes, was stricken out, and the 
Windom 2 percent bond scheme, the falacy 
of which was shownin Monday’s ConsrTitv- 
TION, inserted in its stead. 

This scheme is purely in the interest of the 
rich man whocan deposit his moneyin the 
treasury and draw 2 per cent per annum on it, 
with the privilege of withdrawing it when he 
chooses. Thus the only encouragement tothe 
silver menin the bill was withdrawn. They 
are consequently indignant. 

Senator Stewart, of Nevada, who has the 
courage of his convictions, followed the report- 
ing of this Wall street measure by the intro- 
duction of a free coinage amendment. Thus 
the issue has been squarely made. 

The eastern nen want their finarfRial bill 
and the force bill. The westerners will accept 
nothing but free coinage, and their programme 
now istoswampthe gag rule and the force 
bill when the senate gets down te business 
again, and take up this financial bill, hoping 
to adopt free coinage. The majority of wes- 
terners would possibly trade their opposition 
to the force bill for free coinage, but the anti- 
free coinage men, while they would trade al- 
most anything else for the force bill, would 
rather see that infamy a corpse than accept 
free coinage. 

Thus the chances are that the eastern ele- 
ment will now have their hands full to 
prevent free coinage, and in this fight the gag 
rule and force bill will be knocked to smither- 
eens. 

A month having gone by, evon with the 
force bill and the financial bill ont of the way, 


| the senate will have its hands fall of appro- 


priation and other important bills to get 


| through by the 4th of March. 


The Only Precedent. 


Such a plan of procedure as the cloture or 
gag rule introduced by Senator Aldrich, was 
never attempted but once in the senate, and 
that was during the exciting period of the civil 
war. In 1863, as an exigency of war, Presi- 
dent Lincoln had suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus. Before assuming to exercise that 
power, he had sougnt to obtain the approval 


of congress, but it had been refused. Subse- 


quentiy a bill was introduced to approve the 
president’s act, and tc “indemnify” him, 
the term indemnify being employed 
because of the doubts’ entertained 
by many republicans as to the legality of the 
suspension, and the apprehensions that suits 
for damages would be institated by parties al- 
leging injury. The object of tke bill was to 
relieve President Lincoln of all responsibility. 
The bill was opposed in both houses of con- 
gross by the republicans, 2s well as all the deimo- 
crais then in congress. The time was drawing

The Critical Moment. 

The small coterie of democrats had prepared 
to fight the measure and to filibuster until the 
©xpiration of congress. Senator Powell, of 
Kentucky, was leading the democrats. Senator 
James A. J. Bayard, of Delaware, was de- 
tailed to open the fight of talk against time. 
Mr. Bayard was to speak from 1 o’clock until 
6 o’clock a. m., and was to be succeeded by 
Senator Davis, of Kentucky. Senator Davis 
went home to get some sleep in order that he 
might be ready for a six-hour’s speech at 6 
o'clock a. m. Senator Bayard began, with 
Senator Powel! on hand to relieve him occas- 
ionally by motions to adjourn, which necessi- 
tated roll calls, during which Senator Bayard 
could get a few minutes rest. 

Senator Powell remained in the cloakroom, 
enly going in the hall every hour to move an 
adjournment. The other democrats were ab- 
sent. Senator Bayard spoke on yntil4 o’clock, 
when Senator Powell made another motion to 
aijourn to relieve him.

The Delaware senator being quite deaf, could 
hear little of the proceedings. Meantime, and 
prior to this rollcall, Senator Pomeroy, of 
Kansas,had been called to the chair. 

THE BIG VILLIAN ON HAND. 

As thé rollcall proceeded Senator Bayard 
kept his eye on the presiding officer, expecting 
the usual recognition at the termination of the 
roll call. 

Senator Pomeroy, who bad had his cue, and, 
fully aware of Bayard’s deafness, instead of 
again recognizing the Deleware senator, put 
the motion on the adoption of the conference 
report. It was promptly adopted by republi- 
can votes. Senator Powell, prior to the roll 
call, feeling easy as to the situation, having 
resumed his napin the cloakroom. Immedi- 
ately following the adoption of the report the 
republicans adjourned the senate, and it was 
not until the senators were preparing to leave 
the hall that Mr. Bayard comprehended that 
something unusual had occurred. He de- 
manded recognition but was curtly advised by 
the chair that the senate had adjourned. Mr. 
Bayard protested vigorously but his protest 
was ignored. 

This incident actually induced. the resigna- 
tion of Senator Bayard. He regarded his treat- 
ment as a personal insult, and an affront to 
the dignity of the senate. Immediately upon 
his resignation he was succeeded by his son, 
Thomas F. Bayard, Mr. Cleveland’s secretary 
of state.

STEPHENS’S OLD TUTOR. 


Resting Place of Alexander 
Hamilton Webster. 

WaAsHINGTON, Ga., December 23.—[Specia}.] 
One of the notable graves at Washington, Ga., 
is that of Alexander Hamilton Webster, the 
man who prepared the late Aiexander Hamil- 
ton Stephens for his entrance into college. 
When the ladies of Washington, moved by 
the evident ability of young Aleck Stephens, 
decided to educate him, he was sentto Mr. 
Webster, a young Presbyterian minister, who 
had moved to Washington from the 
north. Thetwo became very great friends, 
but were separated by the death 
of Mr. Webster, which occurred in 1898. It 
wasthe custom in those days to bury a de- 
ceased pasior near hischurch. Accordingly, 
visitors to the Presbyterian church at Wash- 
ington can now see in the vestibule a marbie 
box and slab marking the grave of Mr. Web- 
ster.

HENNESSEY ELECTED 


BUT PARNELL SAYS HE Witt KEEP 
UP THE F1iG8HT, 


AND WILL COME OUT VICTORIOUS. 


Parnell Took His Defeat Calmly and Re- 
_ecived an Ovation—Bat Scully Pro- 
tests Against His Election, 


K1ILkENNyY, December 23.—The result of the 
election held yesterday to fill’ the seat for 
north} Kilkenny in the house of commons, 
made vacant by the death of Mr. Maram, was 
announced at noon today. The polling resulted 
in a victory for the anti-Parnellites, their can- 
didate, Sir John Pope Hennessy, being re- 
turned. 

A revision of the count shows that the vote 
cast for Hennessy should be 2,527 instead of 
2,502, as at first announced. It is stated here 
that Dr. Tanner is bringing suit against Mr. 
Parnell for libels contained in speeches made 
by the latter during the late political 
campaign, Leading members of the Parnellite 
party in this section, after the announcement 
of the defeat of Scully, were to be seen dole- 
fully parading the courthouse passages, ap- 
parently being in # Jvery despondent state of 
mind. Asa matter of fact, the Parnellites 
were not so discourage as they might be ex- 
pected, for it is admitted that it was a victory 
for the priests, and that had they not adopted 
the tactics they did the result of the election 
might have been different. 

{ PARNELL CARRIED BY HIS MEN. 


\ 
Immediately after the sheriff had officially 


annvuunced the result of the polling, the Par 
nellites present moved in a body to the front 
of the courthouse, fand then, with cheers, they 
hoisted Parnell upon their shoulders and gave 
him a rousing reception. Paryell was upon 
the point of making a speech, when Timothy 
and Maurice Healy appeared among the 
crowd. The Parnellites resented the intrusion 
by assuming a menacing attitude, threatening 
personal violence to the Healys in case they 
did not leave. 

linally Parnell, in order to prevent what 
seemed likely to be a disgraceful row, asked 
the police to induce the Healy» to withdraw. 
The police promptly acted upon Parnell's sug- 
gestion and the Healys were prevailed upon 
to depart under police protection. While the 
Healys were being escorted out of danger, 
Parnell diverted the attention of the crowd 
by resuming his attempt to make 
a speech, saying that he would not 
be turned aside from his determination to do 
his duty to Ireland, seeing that the result of 
the contestin north Kilkenny was brought 
about by conspiracy. Parnell added that he 
would go through Ireland fighting every elec- 
tion, and that he felt confident of eventual 
triumph. 

AN ORDERLY ELECTION. 

In spite of the excitement caused during 
the past week by the political struggle and 
though the actual result of the battle, was 
practically in doubt up tothe hour of noon 
today, there was little or no excitement in the 
streets of Kilkenny this morning. Peace and 
quiet outwardly, at least, seemed to reign on 
all sides, the streets being the quietest portion 
of the town. Opposite and about the court- 
house a sinali crowd gathered. Parnell, 
Harrington, Redmond, Scully, Hennessy gand 
Healy were imside the courthouse at an early 
hour awaiting the actual announcement of the 
result. ‘Lbenghshe Parneilites claimed up to 
the Iast moment that victory was hovering 
over their banners, the defeat of their candi- 
date was virtually admitted long before the 
close of the polls yesterday. In view of the 
almost vital importance to both sides of the ex- 
citing political contest just decided, both parties 
deserve great credit for the fact that no col- 
lision took place and that the last day of the 
campaign, at. least, was conspicuous for 
almost the entire absence of persona] abuse 
which has recently been exchanged. 

During the morning, as has been the case 
since the polls closed, the door of the ‘‘count- 
ing room,’’ in the court house, was strictly 
guarded by the police, but there was no 
attempt to create any disturbance. 

PARNELL SPEAKS. 

Friendly demonstrations were made at most 
of the places at which Parnell stopped on his 
journey from Kilkenny to Dublin. He made 
several brief addresses on the trip, in which he 
declared that the fight had not been an equal 
one and that the electors had been misied. 
But the fall of the first fence, he said, need not 
cause despair. His friends had been forcibly 
prevented from doivg their part at Kilkenny, 
where 1,500 electors voted blind!y agminst him. 
He would not falter in his fight against 
the Davitt-Stead conspiracy. These men 
in their heart were enemies of the Irish 
iInovement. 

SCULLY CONTESTS THE ELECTION. 

Vincent Scully has lodged a petition protest- 
ing against the election of Hennessy on the 
ground of influence on the part of priests, par- 
ticularly referring to the priests’ action in con- 
nection wtth the illiterate voters of Castle 
Comer. Itis stated that over 200 votes are 
chalienged by the Parnellites.

THE CORNER STONE OF TAE GREAT 
HOSPITAL LAID YESTERDAY. 


the Impressive Ceremonies Witnessed by a 
Large Concourse of People Assembled 
x to Honor a Public Benefactor. 


The corner stone is laid. 

And now the work of completing the Grady 
pospital will be pushed forward. 

Twelve months from today, without some 

_gnforseen disaster, the hospital will be open 

for patients. 

The impressive ceremonies attending’ the 
laying of the stone occurred at from 10: 30 to 


Atanearly hour the preparations were be- 


Atlanta, Gaic ty, Fulton and Georgia lodges,

The sidewalks near the intersection of Broad 
and Marietta streets were thronged with spec- 
tators, assembled to witness the proceedings. 

At 10:30 o’clock all was in readiness and 
the procession formed. 

Order of March. 

Captain John Milledge was marshal of the

Then acting Grand Chaplain J. C. Will- 
lams, third great light, advanced to the spot 
where the corner stone rested, with the open 
Bible in his hands. 

The stone—which was not a donation from 
the Georgia Marble Company, as stated in 
yesterday’s paper, but from the American 
Marble Company, Mr. George S. Newell, man- 
ager—had been, through the instrumentality 
Captain John Milledge, placed at 
the north corner of the foundation of the main 
building. 

Grand Treasurer John 8S. Parks took his 
position near the stone, bearing the articles 


that were to be placed in it. 

Mayor Glenn then said: ‘The corner stone 
of the Grady hospital will now be laid by Hon. 
John 8. Davidson, grand master of. Georgia.”’ 

Grand Master Davidson arose and said: 
“Right worshipful. grand secretary, you will 
now read the request to lay this stone.”’ 

Grand Secretary A.M. Wolihin complied, 
and then Grand Master Davidson continued: 

“Right worshipfal senior grand warden, 
from time immemorial it has been the custom 
among the craft of Free and Accepted Masons 
to lay the corner stones of churches, public 
buildings and monuments when requested so 
to do by those in authority. We have, there- 
fore, here convened the brethren for that pur-

while the citizens of Atlanta have never been 
backward in telling the simple story of ber won- 
derful career, so wonderful in fact that even the 
plain, unvarnished truth sounded like fiction and 
fastened upon us the charge of bragging, yet 
upon one subject we have been forced to be silent. 
Atlanta had never done her full duty to the 
afflicted and unfortunate, but from today we 
need not be silent, for she now lays the 
corner stone of her first hospital, the 
most Complete one in the south. The ground 
has been purchased and paid for, the plans 
have been adopted and a large amount of money 
raised to build a house of charity, which will be 
an ornament to the city, a refuge for the afflicted, 
and amonument worthy of the unselfish and 
ublic-spirited Henry W. Grady, for whom it has 
nm named and in whose memory it will be 
erected. And right here, in the name of the citi- 
zens of Atianta, let me return the thanks of all 
our people tothe Hon. Joseph Hirsch, to whose 
efforts more than any other, is due the success of 
this most important enterprise. 

One year ago today Henry W. Grady died, and 
Atlanta lost her favorite son, and the people, more 
particularly the poor and helpless, forever parted 
with their best friend. Wis public life was de- 
voted to the development of his city, his state and 
his section and to the fraternal union of the sec- 
tions, which had been enstranged, while his pri- 
vate life, 

“That best portion of a good man’s life, 

His little nameless, unremembered acts, 
Of kindness and of love,” 
was givenin large measwe to the unhappy and 
the unfortunate. If I were asked to name the 
qualities which predominated in Grady’s nature, 
I would say they werecharity and love, and today it 
he were asked how he would prefer to have his 
memory carried down to posterity he would with- 
out hesitation request that his name be linked 
with some building, some enterprise devoted to 
the relief of the suffering and in aid of the help- 
less. While on earth he had 
‘A tear for pity, and a hand 
Open as day to melting charity.” 

- And today in heaven his soul is made happier, 
if it be possibie in that celestial realin to be made 
happier, as he looks down upon the laying of this 
corner stone of the beautiful house to be erected 
to his memory. With his death his influence has 
not been lost, but it still lives, and on the frontal 
of this building his name will be carried down the 
ages as the friend of the poor and the unfortunate, 
and as one whose life was devoted in a large 
measure to efforts for their relief. 

And now I have the pieasure of introducing to 
you, as the orator of the occasion, the Hon. Pat 
Calhoun, the friend of Henry W. Grady, and who 
is worthy to be the friend of the best. 

Mr. Calhoun’s Address. 

Mr. Pat Calhoun arose and said: 

Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen: When 
twelve months ago today the electric spark flashed 
over this continent the news of Henry Grady’s 
death, in Georgia, and Virginia, in the Carolinas, 
and in Texas, throughout the length and breadth 
of this bright, sunny southland, on that brilliant 
winter day, the greetings of men were softened, 
and their brows were saddened at the news that 
Henry Grady was dead; and in the frozen regions 
of the north, on the streets of Boston, amid the 
sterile hills of New England, men sadder grew as 
they repeated, ‘‘Henry Grady is dead.” And the 
news spread across the wide western prairies, 
over the granite cliffs of the great Rocky moun- 
tains, until the gentile waves of the Pacific, sweep- 
ingin through the Golden Gate, echoed back: 
“Henry Grady is dead !”’ 

From all sections of this country came the spon- 
taneous expressions of grief. Never has a private 
citizen in this republic been so mourned. History 
is withouta parelicl. This is nota statement of par- 
tial friendship, nor of extravagant eulogy 
Tweive months after his death, looking back to 
that time, we utter it as the simple trath. 

Nations have mourned for other men. Rome 
trembled when Czsar fell, and at his pyre was 
kindeled a fiame of civil war that deatroyed the 
last vestige of the Roman republic and cleared 
the way for imperial despotism. 

Germany mourned with pomp and peageant 
when emperor William died, and deep was the re- 
gretfor the man under whose wenderful reign 
the disjointed fragmwnents of that great country 
had been moulded into a single empire. Above 
the strife, the bitterness and the tears incident to 
the closing scenes of the civil war this country’ 
mourned the death of Lincoln. When Garfield, 
struck by an assassins bullett, lay by the sea the 
people of this country prayed that he might be 
fanned back into life by the refreshing breezes of 
the ocean, and when he died the country mourned 
But these men were rulers, and their deaths we @ 
historical events in the lives of nations. It was 
left to Georgia to give to America a man who 
should so embody in his life the vital principles 
of Americanism, that though he wasa private 
citizen and bore no title, the whole country 
grieved when he died. 

Ishall detain you but a few moments this 
morning, but on this occasion, when we are dedi- 
cating to his memory this building erected for the 
suffering poor, itis well for usto consider why 
Henry Grady was 80 loved. 

He was a wonderful journalist. The south never 
saw his like before, and perhaps never again will 
a southern man, ora man from any other clime, 
wield a more brilliant pen. You know how 
you were stirred in your inmost hearts by the 
editorials he wrote. You remember that cold 
Christmas day when he aroused this whole city to 
works of charity; and you remember that grand 
editorial when he called Stewart back from the 
north, and proclaimed to the world that the south 
would care for her own, and how, under the spell 
of his magic pen the Soldiers’ Home arose. No 
man could read thove appeais without feeling the 
blood throb through his veins; but it required 
more than journalistic power to wield Henry 
Grady’s influence. 

He was an orator whose power of diction never 
has been excelledin the English language, or in 
any other. By one single speech he achieved a 
national reputation, and stirred tothe very core 
the best impulses of American feeling; and 
through those other great speeches of his runs the 
highest elements of oratory, until at Boston he as- 
tonished even his friends by the magnificent 
power he displayed. Butit required more. than 
the powerof eloquence to gain Henry Grady’s 
influence. 

He was loved at home. He was a noble, genial, 
loving, lovable man. You knew him, one and all. 
You knew his sinile, and his voice, and the infinite 
jest, and the infinite pathos of his daily conversa- 
tion, but it required more than the qualities of a 

enial, loving, iovable gentleman to possess Henry 
irady’s influence. 

He was a remarkable organizercf men. You 
know how he mouidec orcanizatious in pclitics in 
the interest of his friends; how, througt tire!ess | 
work dzy and night, he coustinecad men to singic 
impulses. and you have watched how, inviting all 
disordant elements in aid of the material progress 
o7 this city,he organized great works of industrial 
development. Lutit required more thana ca- 

acity ior organization to exert Henry Grady’s 
nfluence. 

Nineteen centuries ago, when paganism was 
tottcring to its fail, the central idea upon which 

agan Civilization rested was that the great 
awilies who ruled were descended from the gods. 
At that time there came the gentile, tender, 
divine Teacher of Judea, born in a manger, to say 
toallithe world that all men, of everv ciass, of 
every nation, whether low born or high born, are 
uai—to teach the true brotherhood of man. 


Roman power, lived on through the dark ages, 
overthrew the tyranny of the feudal systein 
and found its highest political expression in the 
American declaration of independence.

FULTON'S DELEGATION. 


WHAT IT DID FOR THE 
THIS SESSION. 


COUNTY 


4 Bhowing Unequaled by the Delegation 
from Any Other County—Going 
Into Details. 


This has been, pre-eminently, a 
legislature.’’ 

{t is customary to say that of all legislatures, 
the figures to the contrary, notwithstanding; 
but the distinction in this case is amply cor- 
roborated by facts and figures. 

There have been passed by this legislature 
823 bills and resolutions. 

The last legislature, which broke all exist- 
lng records, passed at its winter session 166 
bilisand fifteen resolutions. 

Just note the difference! Nearly twice as 
much work as the Jast legislature did at the 
Corresponding session. 

HARD, HONEST WORK. 

Ono ivery notable thing about this legis- 
lature is that there hasn’t been a singlo “se: 
8peech”’ in cither houso or senate. 

Not one. 

The usual theatrical features were dispensed 
with ;faspiring orators, young and old, were 
relegated to the rear. 

Hard, honest work was the order of the day. 

FULTON’S DELEGATION. 

Tho Fulton delegation, consisting of Speaker 
Howell and Messrs. Martin and Goodwin, has 
beer 2 notably hard-working one. 

Of tho 323 acts and resolutions passed, one- 
eighth camo from this county. 

And every ono of them counts for. material, 
practical benefit, some local and some general. 

It is a very rare thing for the speaker of the 
house to introduce any bills, though he, of 
course, aids on the floor of the house and other- 
wise all measures in which he is interested. 
Mr. Howell introduced four bills in the house, 
three of them in the last days of the session. 

Of those introduced by the other members, 
one act by Mr. Goodwin, relieves the people of 
Atlanta from paying interest on city tax fi fas. 
This is in the shape of an amendment toa 
general law passed by the last legislature. It 
was deemed proper to give this reiief to the 
tax-payers, at least during such time as the 
city might not need the money. 

Another bill by Mr. Goodwin amended the 
registration law of the county by requiring the 
person applying for registration to make an 
affidavit showing that he is a qualified voter 
and giving his place of residence. This is an 
important measure in the interest of purity of 
blections. 

Another bill by Mr. Goodwin incorporates 
Clarke university for police purposes, author- 
izing the management to preserve order and 
eject disorderly persons from the grounds. 

One of the resoiutions was that authorizing 
the removal of the Ben Hill statue to the 
capitol. 

An important local measure introduced and 
favorably reported, but not passed, is that to 
authorize the city to extend Alabama street 
westward through the Western and Atlantic 
property. It was deemed best, by the Fulton 
delegation, to have this go over to the summer 
session to afford opportunity for personal in- 
spection by the members of the house and sen- 
ate before voting upon it. Unless possibly the 
new lesseesintend using this property for rail- 
road purposes, there is scarcely a doubt that 
this bill, giving the consent of the state, will 
pass. After this the consent of the new lessees 
must be obtained. 

Three other bills passed by Mr. Goodwin 
were to abolish all distinction of rank and 
title between the tax assessors and receivers of 
the city; to make the chairman of the com- 
mittee on sanitary affairs ex-oflicio a member 
of the board of health; also to provide a more 
perfect method of assessing property for open- 
ing streets, etc. 

Mr. Martin’s bill securing the deficiency ap- 
propriation for the Technological school en- 
titles him to the gratitude of every friend of 
the school. 

To him also is due the credit for increasing 
the appropriation from $18,000 to $22,500 in 
the general appropriation act. 

The $18,000 appropriation for improving the 
sapitol grounds was introduced and pushed 
through by Mr. Martin. 

Mr. Martin introduced a popular local bill 
to prohibit the “black listing’ of corporation 
employes. It passed the house unanimously 
but reached the senate too late to be passed at 
this session. 

Mr. Martin’s bill, which is now a law, to ex- 
empt licensed stationary engineers from jury 
duty, is one of general interest, and of special 
local importance. 

Another bill by Mr, Martin increases the 
number of trustees of the Technological] schoo] 
from five to seven. 

In addition to the bills mentioned, each of 
the delegation introduced a number of bills for 
chartering banks, insurance companies, grant- 
ing or amending the charters of street rail- 
Way companies, and others of that kind; add- 
ing much to, the material prosperity of the 
city. 

Mr. Goodwin and Mr. Martin each had 
passed sixteen bills and resolutions. 

WHY GENERAL BILLS GO OVER. 

At the winter session preference is given, of 
course, to the tax and appropriation acts. 

After that, the preference is given to local 
legislation. 

So that general measures, most of them, are 
tarried over to the summer session. 

(Juite a number of these general bills now 
pending, to be disposed of next summer, are 
by the representatives from Fulton.

Shey Meet Again on the 23d of February. 
What Arrangements Were Made, and 
What Will Be Done. 


N. J. Hammond, of Atlanta, is president of 
the Western avd Atjantic commission. . 

The sclection is pre-eminently a good one, 
ind must go far toward securing for the verdict 
of ihe commission, whatever that may bo, popu 
ar contidence and consent. | 

Mr. Cooper Nesbitt, of Dade county, was 
sade sergcant-at-arms. 

Mr. Ferry, of DeKalb, was made steno- 
rraphcr of the com nlission. 

The Meeting. 

Fvery member of the comm/ssion was pres- 
ant bofore 11 o'clock. 

The oath required of them was administored 
_y Chief Justice Logan E. Bleckley. 

The organization of the board was then 
rorapleted. 

Besides the commissioners there were pres- 
wnt, Senator Joseph E. Brown, Major sE. 
% Stankman, Major Joseph B. Cumming and 
fr. Julius L. Brown, attorneys for the lessees ; 
President J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, 
“hattanooga and St. Louis, and Superiuten- 
jent R. A. Anderson, of the Wastern and At- 
antic. 

Ex-Attorney General Anderson was pres- 
mt, representing the state in the absence of 
Judge Lester. 

The Western and Atlantic Claim. 

The first question was—When can the les- 
sees have their claim in readiness to be sub- 
mitted to the commission ? 

The lessees pointed out that all the inven- 
tories and appraisements made heretofore were 
made by the state. 

“It would be manifestly unfair,’’ they said, 
“lop us to be bound in any way 
by these ex-parte papers. To  pre- 
sent ous case properly we should - have 
an accurate inventory of our own. It required 
about sixty days for the last board of apprais- 
ers and examiners to complete their work. We 
should be allowed about the same length of 
time.’’ 

After considerable discussion, it was agreed 
that all the claims of the lessees should besub- 
mitted in writing to Colonel! Hammond, presi- 
dent of the board, on the 10th of February. 

The State’s Claim. 

It isthe duty of Judge Anderson then to 
“subinit all counter-claims on behalf of the 
state against the said lessees.” 

Judge Anderson showed that this could not 
be done until the claim of the lessees was sub- 
mitted and he had full knowledge of the 
same; aud that it would be impossible to say 
in advance how much time he would need to 
prepare these counter-claims of the state. 

So no definite time was set for the submis- 
sion of the state’s claim. 

The Governor Not In It. 

Governor Northen, of course, has nothing 
to do with the work of the commission at this 
stage. 

He was not present at the meeting yesterday. 

Their Next Meeting. 

The time for the next meeting of the com- 
mission was set for February 23d. 

No reasonable estimate could be given now 


of the time that will be*required for the com- 


mission to do its work. 

Major Stahlman estimated it at thirty days. 

The limit is fixedin the resolution—‘‘shall 
conclude its labors by June 1, 1891.” 

Waiting on the Lessees. 

No business can be done by the commission 
until the claims of the lessees and the counter- 
claims of the state arc before it. 

And first, of course, the claims of the 


lessees. © 
The Lessees and the Rolling Stock. 

“Our intention,’’ said Senator Brown yester-. 
day, “is to return to the state road exactly 
what we reccived from it in lease twenty years 
ago, car for car, engine for engine and every- 
thing else in like proportion. When we took 
the road we received forty-four engines, eight 
or ten of which have since been condemned, 
and now they lay in the roundhouse valued 
only as scrap iron. There are now in com- 
mission tifty-nine engines, nearly all of which 
are in first-class condition. Thus, there isa 
surplus of fifteen engines, which properly 
belong to us. 

“At our meeting yesterday with the com- 
mission we asked that body to decide what 
disposition should be made with all stock 
which could properiy be callec surplus. After 
considering the inatter the commission de- 
cided they had no jurisdiction whatever over 

roperty which properly belonged to the old 
essees, that they were competent only to de- 
cide on the matter of the condition of the road 


_ when delivered by the old lessees as compared 


with its condition when received by them. 
“Therefore, we shali sel! all this surplus 

tock and, with the amount received thervfor, 

we shall straighten up tho debts of the old 


company. Whatever amount remains will be 
- divided among the stockhoidors, and thus the 


matter will end.”’

N ORDINANCE TO REQUIRE FIRE ES- 
J. capes on certain buildings for the saféty and 
protection of human life. 

Ke it ordained by the mayorand general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, and it is hereby or- 
dained by authority of the same that, it being 
necessary for the safety and protection of human 
life. 

Section 1. ‘That all buildingsin said city three 
stories or wore in height, not including 
basements, used aS a factory, workshop, lodge 
room, hotel, boarding house, public hall, or sleep- 
ing place, or apartment, shail have thereon snita- 
ble and substantial fire escapes of the following 
character and material. Brackets must not be 
less than 44x15, inches, wrought iron, placed 
edigewise, or 154 inéh angle iron, well braced, and 
not more than 3 feet apart, and the braces to 
brackets must be not less % inch squara, wrought 
iron, and must extend two-thirds of the width of 
the respective brackets or balconies. In all cases 
the brackets must go throngh the wall, and be 
turned down 3sfinches, 

Brackets on new ..buildings must be set asthe 
walls are being built.. When brackets are to be 
put on old houses, the part going through the 
wa!l shall not be less than one inch in diameter, 
with screw nuts and. washers, not less fhan 5 
inches square and ‘4% inch thick. 

Top ratis.—The top rail of balcony must be 
154x4 inch, wrought iron, and in all Cases must 
go through the walls, and must be secured by nuts 
and 4-inch washers, at least 39, inch thick. 

Bottom Raiisx—Bottom rails must be 114 x “% 
inch, wrought iron, well Jeaded into the wall. 
in frame buildings the top rails ust go through 
the studding and be secured on the inside by 
washers and nuts a8 above. 

Filling-in Bars.—The filling-in bars must be not 
les: than 14 inch rownd or square, wrought iron, 
placed not mores than 6inches from centers, and 
well riveted to the top and botton raiis. 

Stairs.—The stairs, in ajl cases, must not be less 
than 18 inches wide, and constructed of 14x31, 
inch yrought iron sides or strings. Sjeps to he M% 
inch round iron, double rungs, 4x3 inch flat tron, 
and wel! riveted to the strings. The stairs must 
be secured tua bracket on top, and rest on and be 
secured to a bracket or extra cross bar at the bot- 
tom. All stairs must havea %4 inch handrail of 
wrought iron, well bracea. 

Floors.—-The flooring of balconies must be of 
wrought iron 1%x%, inch slats placed not over 14, 
inches apart, and cecured to iron buttons 144x%, 
inch, not over 3 feet apart and riveted at the 
intersection. The o;ening for stairways in all 
balconies shal! not be Jess than 14 inches wide and 
39 inches long. 

Drop Ladders.--Drop ladders from lower ha}- 
conies where required shail not be less than 14 
inches wide, and shall be 144x44 inch sides ana 5, 
inch rungs of wroughtiron. In no case shail the 
ends of balconies extend more than 9 inches over 
the brackets. i 

The height of railing around baliconics shajl not 
be less than 2 feet 9 inches. A balcony must be at 
each story. 

See.2. Thechicf of the fire department cnd 
huilding inspectors. shall constitute a board of 
fire escapes, and ne fire escape will be accepted 
without their appreval, and they. shall i 
authority to decidc the number and location of al! 
fire escapes on buildings. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shail be published in 
two daily papers for 15 days, then it shall be the 
duty of the owners of all butidings coming under 
the requirements of this ordinanve to have placed 
on said building withiu ninety (90) days after sand 
advertisement, such fire escapes-as are nirec. 

Should any owner, ¢ t or tenantin possession 
of any such building, ail within the time spec- 
ified in said advertisement to have fire 
placed on any building as, provic 
ordinance, he or she shall be subj 
not exceeding $100 and cot, and 
be imprisoned not execeding thirteen 
either or both in the discretion of the ec 
foreach month thereafter until said @ 
shall be coinplied with.
